hile we applaud the Academic 
W Policies Committee on their efforts 
to change the drop policy and the 


criteria for retaking classes, there is still

The proposed policy change on the drop 
date would allow a student to completely 
withdraw with a ‘W' up until the last week of 
the semester. 

However, the drop date will remain in the 
ninth week if a student chooses to withdraw 
from only one class. 

Why? 

It the College is going to allow a student to
